privacy whatever. In the case of still poorer 
Chinese the hardship would be much more 
keenly felt, for many are only able to/rent a 
single cubicle, and could not possibly afford 
a whole’ room or flat. 

Section 64, according to thelandlords and 
property owners, will) half ruin’ -them, It 
provides that, “ No building Shall (unless 
with the written, consent of the Governor 
‘in Coumrtil). be hereafter erected — or 
ye-ereeted fronting .any. existing’ street 
on Jand ‘ld under lease from” the. 
Crown, .which has ‘not along its entire 
length an open space of ‘at least ten feet in 
width as measured fron the centre Jine of 
such street as it exists at the time of the [ 
passing of this Ordinance ; provided always, 
that no building shall hereafter ‘be erected 
or re-vreetud’ fronting any such street so as 
te redtige its present, width.” ‘This clause, 
if rigidly enforced, will, we are informed, 
mean that a very large proportion “of the 
existing houses in the City cannot be re- 


| erected and will naturally cause a very cOn- 


siderable decrease in the: value of the pro- 
perty affected. Of course the clause makes 
for light and ventilation, but those affected 
by it, the property owners, declare that, it 
will cause them great loss, 

Another matter which has been- pointed 
out to us is that the landlord’ or owner is 
apparently responsible for the default of the 
architect or building overseer.

man, having. no’ knowledge of building or

MORE FORGE BANK NOTES. 

“Ti Mun pleaded guilty to uttering forged 
bank notes and having’same in his possession. 

‘Mr. Morgan Phillips Prosecuted on, behalf 
of the ‘Crown. 

In his statement to the Court the prisoner 
said aman sold him the forged $10 notes for 
‘$5.50. 
forged notes (and the man “uaraniteed him 
the use of them for three weeks and if 
he .could pot dispose of them in’ that time 
they were to be retummed.
